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A WIFE who drove her 
sick husband to hospital 
when she was refused 
an ambulance says she 
feels they were let down 
by the emergency 
service. 

June Garnett dialled 999 
when husband Chris, who 
suffered a heart attack two 
years ago, was having difficulty 
breathing. 

She was told that as his case 
was not life-threatening, an 
ambulance would not be sent 
and a doctor would ring back. 

Mrs Garnett said she did not 
feel this was good enough, so she 
and daughter Gemma, 15, got 
into the car and she drove the 18 
miles from their home in 
Woodcock Close, Haverhill, to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Mr Garnett, 66, was admitted 
to the hospital and kept in for 
ECG, X-ray and other tests to 
assess his condition. 

He has previously experienced 
breathing difficulties, including 
water on his lungs and a chest 
infection. 
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Wife says 999 service ‘let her down

Although he normally 
suffers from high blood 
pressure, Mr Garnett was 
found to have very low 
blood pressure when he 
arrived at the hospital. He 
was also put on a drip as 
his legs and feet were very 
swollen. 

Mrs Garnett said: “I did 
not like the procedure and 
the way we were dealt with 
at all. I am very 
disappointed and I feel 
they let him down badly. 

“He could not speak or 
breathe properly and I felt I 
needed to get him to 
hospital as soon as 
possible. 

“It is a good thing I can 
drive, but what would have 
happened if something 
terrible happened on the 
way over there, it does not 
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bear thinking about. 

“It was very frightening 
and upsetting for me and 
my daughter. 

“Once we got to hospital 
they were very good, but I 
think they should have 
sent an ambulance. My 
husband has worked all his 
life and this is how they 
treat him. 

“I think we were treated 
very badly and deserve an 
apology. I don’t want this to 
happen to anyone else.” 

East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service Trust 
spokesman Gary 

Sanderson said: “Following 
the initial triage of this 999 
call by a clinician on the 
clinical support desk in the 
control room, it was 
graded a non-life 
threatening call. 

“The caller was then 


given the opportunity to be 
referred to an out of hours 
general practitioner, which 
was declined and they 
were going to make their 
own way to hospital. The 
patient has had an on¬ 
going chest infection 
problem for the last six 
weeks. 

“We would encourage 
the family to get in contact 
with our service if they 
wish to discuss our 
response to the incident 
any further.” 

Mr Garnett went home 
from hospital last night. 

Mrs Garnett said she was 
told he may have had a 
slight heart attack and was 
suffering from pneumonia 
and fluid on his lungs 
when admitted. 

She had been unable to 
visit her husband for two

days because of a virus 
outbreak at the hospital. 

He is due to have day 
surgery to put in a stent to 
help with his heart 
problems.

Supermarket split 
bid wins backing 

PLANS to divide a supermarket to create 
two smaller units have been approved 
despite objections from a town council. 
The plan for a new shop front and internal 
alterations to the Iceland store in High 
Street, Haverhill, was opposed by 
Haverhill Town Council because it felt it 
contravened St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council policy, as it undermined the vitality 
of the shopping centre by reducing the 
availability of retail outlets with larger floor 
space. 

A report to the borough council’s 
development control committee, which 
approved the plan, said subdivision of the 
shop did not require consent, only the 
alterations. 

The applicant felt the shop would be 
easier to let as two smaller units and 
planning officers felt it would not damage 
the town centre as the same amount of 
retail space would remain.

Plans approved for 
estate drug centre 


PLANS for a drug and 
alcohol treatment centre 
on a housing estate have 
been approved - despite 
strong local objections. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s development control 
committee has approved plans 
for the centre, to be run by 
Open Reach, to be established 
in first and second floor 
premises at Strasbourg Square, 
Haverhill. 

The applicants said that the 
centre would be used for a 
range of structured drug and 
addiction treatment options. 

Its counselling and other 
treatment service would have a 
strong emphasis on drug-free 
recovery, education and 
returning people to work. 

The centre would open from 
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10am to 5.30pm from 
Mondays to Fridays, with late 
opening on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays until 8pm. 

Suffolk Police welcomed the 
facility and said that although 
there had been problems with 
anti-social behaviour in the 
area in the past this had 
reduced after patrols were 
increased. 

The Suffolk Drug and 
Alcohol Action Team said the 
facility would be of great 
benefit to its clients, who 
currently had to travel to Bury 
St Edmunds for services. 

Ward councillor Karen 
Richardson supported the plan 
and said: “This project is a very 


important requirement for the 
town offering excellent 
services. The location is very 
well chosen to integrate into 
our community.” 

However, her fellow ward 
member Gordon Cox raised a 
number of objections and said 
a number of residents had told 
him of their concerns. 

Objections were also raised 
by the owner of a nearby fish 
and chip shop and grocery 
store, as well as local residents, 
who felt the location was not 
suitable as it is in a busy public 
area and close to a children’s 
playground. 

Cllr Cox said: “Strasbourg 
Square has been the subject of 
scrutiny by the police because 
of complaints raised by local 
people of anti-social beha¬ 
viour. 


“There are still a number of 
individuals congregating in the 
vicinity drinking alcohol, so 
there is a likely risk of the 
congregation increasing in size 
by some who would be likely 
to attend this venture, thus 
adding more problems 
associated with the con¬ 
sumption of alcohol. 

“Strasbourg Square is a 
designated alcohol-free area. A 
more discreet location could 
have been found.” 

The report to the committee 
said it was felt conditions 
imposed, such as providing 
CCTV and escorting clients 
from the premises, would 
prevent the centre being 
detrimental to the area.

300 signatures 
opposing homes 


MORE than 300 people 
have signed a document 
opposing an area of park¬ 
land being sacrificed for 
housing. 

Resident Ian fohnson was one 
of 40 people who attended a 
workshop session hosted by 
developer Bidwells to help plan 
where houses should be built 
and which parkland areas 
should be retained when a large 
area of north east Haverhill is 
developed. 

He said those attending were 
unanimous in wanting to see 
the extension of country park¬ 
land in the triangle between 
Calford Green, Coupals Road 
and Wilsey estate retained. They 
also opposed to an estate road 
leading on to Coupals Road, 
which they believe would be 
highly dangerous. 

Retired Mr fohnson, who lives 
in Marcus Close, said he and 
others were amazed to see their 
views had been ignored in the 
revised Vision 2031 document 
produced by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council as a blueprint 
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for development in the town 
over the next 20 years. 

Many people found the on¬ 
line questionnaire attached to 
the document impossible to fill 
in, so Mr fohnson agreed to 
create a document stating their 
views for people to sign. 

Mr fohnson said: “It has just 
snowballed and I have over 300 
signatures. It is not just resi¬ 
dents of the estates, it goes 
further than that. What I am 
concerned about is with these 
houses and others we are going 
to get about 4,000 homes and it 
is going to be a big town, but 
this is not big town Blinking. 

“Haverhill already has one 
third less parkland than Bury St 
Edmunds and this is the only 
chance to extend the East Town 
Park. Once the houses are built 
it will be lost for ever. A green 
strategy report to St Edmunds¬ 
bury acknowledged Haverhill is 
short of parkland and the 
logical solution would be to 


extend the East Town Park. 

“I am not against develop¬ 
ment, I want to see Haverhill 
grow, but those of us who went 
to the meetings also want it to 
be a better place to live. 

“Saving parkland was the 
second most important thing 
raised in the consultation, but it 
has been ignored. Why consult 
people if you are just going to 
ignore what they say? Whose 
vision is this? They seem to 
have a different vision to the 
people of the town.” 

A council spokesperson said 
the issues raised would be ad¬ 
dressed in detail in the forth¬ 
coming master planning stages. 

“This is exactly this type of 
constructive involvement that 
we need to make sure the vision 
works at a neighbourhood as 
well as a town level. We will be 
inviting to comment on our 
response to the feedback to the 
current consultation in the 
autumn.” 

The closing date for comm¬ 
ents on the Vision 2031 plan is 
April 30 and it can be viewed on 
line or at the library.

Police ask for lights 
to be turned back on 


STREET lights have been 
switched back on at the 
request of the police on an 
estate which has been hit 
by a spate of arson attacks. 

Police had already stepped up 
patrols in Haverhill after four 
arson attacks in three months on 
the Clements estate, which they 
believed are linked. 

One incident at Cornwallis 
Close on March 18 resulted in 
three vehicles being destroyed, 
one belonging to decorator Jacob 
Ridlington, who lost a big contract 
as a result. At around 4.15am on 
the same day, another vehicle was 
set on fire in Gloucester Road. 

Other blazes reported, all in¬ 
volving an accelerant being used, 
were a domestic bin set alight at 
Clements Lane on January 1, 
which damaged a fence nearby 
and on April 1 at Harewood Terr¬ 
ace, a wheelie bin was set on fire 
and this spread to damage 
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nearby vehicles. 

Many complaints have been 
made by residents since Suffolk 
County Council introduced a new 
lighting system, which means 
many lights in the town are out 
from midnight to 5.30am. 

Haverhill sector commander 
Peter Ferrie raised the issue earlier 
this year, saying officers were hav¬ 
ing difficulty seeing while on 
patrol. 

Haverhill Town Council has 
tried unsuccessfully to get the 
county council to discuss putting 
some lights back on, after con¬ 
cerns were raised by a number of 
residents. They were told Haver¬ 
hill had made more complaints 
than the rest of Suffolk put to¬ 
gether and lights would only be 
put back on at the request of the 
police. 


This week Acting Sergeant Will 
Wright of Haverhill Police said 
the county had agreed to put all 
the estate’s street lights back on 
for a temporary period at his 
request. 

He said: “I made this request 
because of the seriousness of the 
offences reported and the under¬ 
standable fears of residents living 
on the estate. They won’t be on 
indefinitely and they will only put 
them on at the request of the 
police, in response to a genuine 
problem like this. 

“I will be liaising with the light¬ 
ing department about concerns 
reported to the SNT and the 
possibility of some lights be left 
on. I have listened to what resi¬ 
dents have said and tried to ad¬ 
dress their concerns. Anyone else 
who has concerns about lack of 
street lighting or any suspicious 
activity should call the Safer 
Neighbourhood Team on 101.”

Cheaper ways 
than referendum 

Sir, I write in response to Gordon 
Cox’s suggestion that a town poll be 
held to find out residents’ views on 
pedestrianisation(Referendum on 
the High Street, Letters, April 5). 

I am very much in favour of the 
community having their say, and 
Haverhill Town Council has long 
expressed its support for 
pedestrianisation of the High 
Street. 

I also believe a poll would show 
strong support across the town for 
taking cars out of our town centre. 
However, a local referendum 
organised by the town council 
would not be binding on the 
district and county councils - the 
bodies responsible for taking 
forward the High Street 
improvements. 

In addition, the cost of such a poll 
is likely to be in excess of £10,000, 
and would be paid by the town 
council using the precept - the 
money we raise in council tax from 
the people of Haverhill. 

Why spend all that money, when we 
know the likely outcome and it 
won’t achieve anything anyway? 

The High Street improvement 
scheme has stalled because the 
district and county councils didn’t 
take proper account of local 
concerns, particularly those of 
town centre businesses. 

The idea that the town council 
should pay for that mistake is 
nonsensical. 

I know Cllr Cox was writing as a 
member of the general public, but 
in his role as a district councillor he 
would be better off persuading St 
Edmundsbury District and Suffolk 
County Council to sit down with 
the people and businesses of 
Haverhill and come up with a 
scheme that all can agree on. 

If he wants to canvass the views of 
the town as part of that effort, there 
are far cheaper ways than a 
referendum. 

The town council does it using 
public events, outdoor council 
surgeries, and mailshots to one 
house in every street. 

I intend, with colleagues, to seek 
views of our residents by having a 
petition in the high street over a 
couple of weeks. 

If there’d been a bit more of that 
kind of activity in the past, we 
might already have the improved 
town centre we’d all love to see.

A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched by Suffolk Police 
to reduce the number of 
motorcycle deaths and 
serious collisions on the 
county’s roads as warmer 
days approach. 

Operation Ryde started over 
the Easter weekend, when 
increased numbers of 
motorcyclists historically take to 
the roads, and throughout the 
summer months to the end of 
September.

collisions in Suffolk were 
motorcyclists. 

So far this year three 
motorcyclists have been killed on 
the county’s roads. Nationally a 
quarter of all people killed in 
road accidents are motorcyclists. 

Sergeant Paul Ward who heads 
the casualty reduction team, 
hopes that the campaign will not 
only raise motorcyclists’ 
awareness of the dangers they 
could face, but also other road 
users awareness too. 

He said: “The intention of the 
campaign is make everyone 
aware of the dangers they could 
face and realise the potential 
consequences of, for example, 
speeding or careless/dangerous 
riding. 


“We have produced a thought- 
provoking DVD which highlights 
a rider’s account of a collision he 
was involved in two years ago. 

“‘lohn’s story’ shows the 
collision as it happened (he had a 
video attached to his motorcycle 
recording his journey). lohn 
sustained life-changing injuries 
and a sequence of photos shows 
him in hospital and recovering at 
home in a wheelchair. lohn talks 
about how his life has changed 
since the collision.”

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Man charged 
with raping girl 


A SCHOOLGIRL has 
claimed that she was 
repeatedly raped by 
the same man, more 
than three years ago. 

Giving evidence to a jury 
at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Tuesday, the girl also 
alleged that she had been 
subjected to sexual abuse 
by the same attacker in a 
village near Haverhill. 

It is alleged that all the 
offences were committed 
between 2007 and 2008, 
before the girl’s 13th 
birthday 

Mark Stringer, 48, of 
Lower Crescent, Barham, 
has denied any wrongdoing 
involving the girl, who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons. 

Stringer has pleaded not 
guilty to one charge of rape 
and four charges of sexual 
assault. 

Samantha Leigh, prose¬ 


cuting, told the court that 
allegations of sexual assault 
were first made against 
Stringer by the girl to a 
friend on Facebook. 

The jury heard, via a TV 
link into the courtroom, 
from the girl, who claimed 
that Stringer had put his 
hand inside her top and 
down her trousers on 
repeated occasions. 

The girl’s mother became 
aware of the allegations in 
April 2010 when she 
questioned her daughter 
about why she was being 
difficult. 

In reply the girl became 
“completely hysterical” and 
told her mother: “I hate my 
life”. 

Miss Leigh said the girl 
had gone on to tell her 
mother about what she 
claimed Stringer had done 
to her. As a result the police 
were informed and Stringer 
was arrested and charged 
with sexual assault. 


As the case was being 
prepared for court, the 
allegation of repeated rape 
emerged, said Miss Leigh. 

While helping to 
redecorate her bedroom, 
the girl told her mother: “I 
didn’t want to tell you this. 
He was having sex with me. 
He was raping me on a 
regular basis.” 

Miss Leigh said that while 
Stringer faced one rape 
charge and four of sexual 
assault, they related to a 
greater number of alleged 
incidents. 

The jury heard that when 
interviewed Stringer, a 
security guard, gave police a 
pre-prepared statement in 
which he said he was aware 
of the allegations being 
made against him but 
denied that he had done 
anything wrong and 
declined to answer any 
questions. 

The trial continues. 


Path given 
go-ahead 

A NEW hard-surface 
path is to be built 
across a grassed area 
to provide a safe 
pedestrian link for 
residents to bus stops 
and other paths. 

The footpath, adjacent 
to Chimswell Way, in 
Haverhill, was given 
planning approval by 
St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s 
development control 
sub-committee. 

Cllr Gordon Cox had 
objected to the loss of 
the grassed area, but 
councillors were told 
that residents in the 
area had previously 
organised a petition 
calling for a path to be 
provided. 

It was felt that the need 
for the path justified 
the loss of some trees 
and a grassed area.

Doctor in care call over high chairs 


PARENTS and carers 
are being encouraged 
to make sure that 
babies are safe in their 
high chairs during 
feeding time. 

Generally, a baby is 
old enough to use a 
high chair from around 
six months, marking a 
significant step in the 
progression of the 
child’s development. 

However, every year 
hundreds of babies are 
admitted to hospital for 
injuries associated with 
high chairs including 
falls, strangulation and 


even death. 

Dr Mashbileg Mai- 
drag, NHS Suffolk’s 
public health 

consultant and chair of 
the Suffolk Child Death 
Overview Panel said: 
“It’s easy to keep your 
baby safe and happy 
during mealtimes. 
Accidents - in rare 
cases having tragic 
consequences - can be 
avoided. 

“Firstly, when choo¬ 
sing a high chair it is 
important to keep in 
mind that a chair with a 
wide base will offer 


more stability and offer 
less opportunity for 
your baby to topple the 
chair by pushing 
against a surface. 

“A high chair with a 
crotch strap and centre 
pole will stop your 
child slipping. 

“If you have a 
cushion in the high 
chair make sure it is in 
good condition and not 
ripped as a child could 
easily eat the contents, 
causing choking. 

“Remember that your 
baby should never be 
left unattended and it is 


very important to keep 
sharp objects away 
from nearby tables and 
worktops. 

“Similarly, be careful 
with tablecloths and 
placemats as these can 
allow a baby to drag a 
hot drink or food 
nearer to him or herself 
while your back is 
turned. 

“Always give the high 
chair a good clean after 
each meal as bacteria 
likes to develop at 
room temperature and 
could make your baby 
seriously ill.”

Grace's tweet dreams 


She’s a prolific teen-lit author, a 
regular on television panel 
shows, and has just released her 
first non-fiction book, How To 
Leave Twitter. But Grace Dent is 
perhaps best known for her 
laugh-out-loud TV column in The 
Guardian. “I don’t think I’ll ever 
give up being a columnist; I’ll 
literally die slumped against my 
MacBook,” she tells EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM. 


I F you ever read Grace Dent’s 
wickedly witty TV OD column 
in Saturday’s Guardian , the 
chances are that, on at least one 
occasion, you’ve choked on your 
morning coffee. 

I say this with some authority: only last 
weekend I had a beverage-related incident 
while enjoying her acerbic critique of BBC 
One’s The Voice. 

It was the bit about Tom Jones that did 
it. Being so old, wrote Dent, the Welsh 
singer’s fledgling performances are 
documented on the Bayeux Tapestry: “He’s 
woven honking through What’s New 
Pussycat? while King Harold staggers 
about with an arrow in his eye . ..” 

Fellow The Voice celeb Will.i.am fared 
little better: “I’d like to sneak up on 
William - that’s his name, I shall not 
indulge his mid-word punctuation frippery 
any more - and kick him right up his neon, 
sequin-festooned, customised denim a***,” 
she raved, fuming that the budget for his 
(presumed) backstage requests - including 
“tedious TGI Friday’s waiter-meets-Power 
Ranger outfits” - would have funded

countless BBC4 documentaries. 

Dent is one funny lady, and it’s no 
surprise that she’s a regular on the likes of 
The Apprentice: You ’re Fired and Have I 
Got News For You. 

She’s also penned 11 books for 
teenagers, has been writing about TV for 
The Guardian for 12 years, and is now 
venturing into non-fiction with How To 
Leave Twitter , which she’ll discuss at 
Wordfest next weekend. 

So what exactly is her job description? 

“I’m a columnist and an author, that’s 
what I always say. But out of everything, 
it’s the columnist work that I love the most, 
because you write it from the heart,” says 
Dent. 

“I don’t think I’ll ever give up; I’ll 
literally die slumped against my 
MacBook.” 

Is it easier to write about shows she 
loves or hates? “It’s always easier to write 
about what you hate, just because you’ve 
got the fire in your belly. That’s when you 
can really let rip and say all the things that 
you’ve shouted at the TV 

“It’s really nice to be able to 


communicate that you love stuff, and so 
few people actually do that these days: I’m 
writing about Game of Thrones at the 
moment, which I love. But God, I love a 
rant! Some of the best stuff I write is when 
I have nothing nice to say at all,” she 
laughs. “If I didn’t have this job I’d just be 
a shouting person in the street.” 

Dent, who’s 38, grew up in Carlisle and 
had a “very normal working class 
childhood. I spent most of my time either 
watching TV or playing in the street”. 

Yet she was also an avid reader, 
devouring the works Julie Burchill, Sue 
Townsend and Alan Bennett, with whom 
she felt a particular affinity: “I always 
knew I had this talent for looking at what 
was going on and telling it back, and 
making people laugh. That’s all I’ve ever 
been able to do, really. But nobody in my 
family has ever written anything. My dad 
was in the Army, my mum was a 
housewife; I think they were just genuinely 
puzzled by me. And still are to this day.” 

At Stirling University, Dent wrote for 
the student newspaper (“pretty much doing 
exactly what I do now”), but it was 


winning a writing competition in 
Cosmopolitan that changed everything. By 
the age of 21 she was contributing 
regularly to glossy magazines: “and the job 
that I always wanted is exactly the job that 
I’ve got now”. 

At the weekend, Dent comes to 
Cambridge Wordfest to talk about her 
latest book, How To Leave Twitter. 

“It all came from the fact that I joined 
Twitter in exactly the same way everyone 
does: you get told about it, everyone goes 
on about it, and you get angry, and 
eventually you open an account, but then 
you still don’t get it, and you get angry, and 
you stomp off into cyberspace, and you go 
back again eventually, and lots of people 
have sent you messages, and you start to 
get the hang of it. 

“And my argument is that once the 
penny’s dropped with Twitter, you can 
never get away. You’re pretty much stuck 
there.” 

It becomes, she says, an obsession: 

“Your plants are dying, your fridge is 
empty, your washing basket is full of 
clothes and you haven’t rung your mother, 
but at the same time you’re helping 
someone in Aberystwyth locate a princess 
castle for their daughter’s fourth birthday.” 

In the book, Dent explores what people 
are doing on Twitter: whether it’s watching 
TV together, getting their news - and 
gossip - more quickly, or just making 
friends. “So I talk about all these life- 
enhancing and wonderful things that 
Twitter brings to your life, and why it’s so 
addictive. 

“And then I also talk about all the really 
terrible bits: watching people bragging, 
watching people name-dropping, people 
who actually aren’t what they say they are.” 

The worst culprits, she says, are those 
who feel the need to share their exercise 
habits: “They say ‘Julie Smith has just run 


6.5 kilometres’, and you’re lying on the 
sofa in a Slanket, thinking: ‘Why do I need 
to know this?’ 

“So the book is basically about why I 
personally think that Twitter is one of the 
best things ever invented -1 love it - but 
I’m also acknowledging the awful things. 

“And that social media, when you use it 
too much, does make us depressed, and 
does make us compare ourselves to other 
people.” 

Dent admits that, for her, Twitter is an 
addiction, and she occasionally makes 
herself walk away: “I do have breaks where 
I have to just stop and not be there. 

“Life is completely different when I’m 
not on Twitter.” 

Is it better? 

“I would say cleaner and less anxious.” 

So why go back? 

“Because everything’s there! All my 
friends are talking, I love gossip, I love 
current affairs, I love having a laugh - so 
many of my friends are really brilliant at 
one-liners.” 

Assuming she’s not on one of her Twitter 
fasts, Dent will almost certainly be 
tweeting about Wordfest, and admits she 
can’t wait to come to Cambridge. 

“I can’t think of anything nicer,” she 
says. “I’m coming on the train, having 
dinner with a friend, and then doing a talk. 
I’m really looking forward to it. 

“Book festivals are great; people don’t 
generally spend money to come out of their 
house and celebrate the written word and 
then turn out to be hideous,” she adds with 
a chuckle. 

“And God, the thought that people are 
coming out to see me never stops feeling 
odd and lovely. Every time.”

King of the jungle 





NEW KIND OF 
HERO: author 
Andy Briggs has 
‘rebooted’ the 
classic Tarzan 
adventure. 


A hundred years after its 
original publication, Tarzan 
has been given a 21st 
century make-over for 
young readers by author 
Andy Briggs. And, he tells 
EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM, 
heroes don’t come much 
more exciting than this. 

T HINK of an action 
hero, and these days 
they’re probably 
toting a gun, blowing things 
up or relying on technical 
wizardry to overpower their 
fiendish foes. 

But actually all a true action 
hero needs is solid morals, a loin 
cloth and an almighty roar . . . 

We’re talking, of course, about 
that tree-dwelling superman, 
Tarzan. Originally brought to life 
by author Edgar Rice Burroughs, 
the Lord of the Jungle spawned 
dozens of books and - wait for it - 
89 movies. And now, 100 years 
after he first swung through the 
trees and let out that blood¬ 
curdling bellow, Tarzan is being 
brought bang up to date by Andy 
Briggs in Tarzan: The Grey stoke 
Legacy. 

Andy, a scriptwriter and author 
from Liverpool, has been a 
passionate Tarzan fan since 
childhood: “I just fell in love with 
that kind of wild, high adventure, 
and Tarzan has always stuck with 
me it’s been a source of fun and a 
source of inspiration,” he says. 
“He’s a great hero. 

“But as I got older I came to 


realise that Tarzan was actually 
much more relevant these days 
than it ever was when I was a child 
because, inadvertently, Edgar Rice 
Burroughs created Tarzan as the 
world’s first eco-warrior. When the 
Great White Hunter was out 
bagging endangered leopards and 
elephants, Tarzan was the one 
standing up for those creatures. 

“So when you look at 
everything he stands for: 
environmental protection, 
conservation, protecting your 
family and everything that you 
love, he’s just a more resonant 
character now. You’ve actually got 
an icon there.” 

Working alongside the Edgar 
Rice Burroughs estate, Andy has 
made sure that his jungle champ 
retains the magic of the original 
incarnation. Having said that, this 
Tarzan perhaps edgier and, living 
in the 21st century, has more perils 
to face than his 1912 predecessor: 
warring guerrillas, poaching of 


endangered animals, illegal 
logging and the decline of the 
environment for starters. 

“It’s been a wonderful canvas to 
play with,” says Andy, “but what I 
didn’t want to do was re-write 
Burroughs’s novel, so I did a 
‘reboot’. I relaunched the character 
for this new generation, hitting the 
restart button as opposed to the 
rewrite button.” 

Jane has been given a feisty new 
twist too: “Once you walk into the 
jungle, everything you rely on, like 
technology, is just stripped away 
from you. So I made sure that my 
re-incarnation of Jane was as a 
tough modern-day teenager. She’s 
independent, she’s smart, she’s got 
a mobile phone, but once she’s set 
foot in the jungle, the technology 
is irrelevant. Then it’s just up to her 
wits and her character to survive.” 

As for Andy’s appearance at the 
Wordfest festival in Cambridge, 
well, it won’t be your typical talk: 
“It’s going to be great fun. The 


really good thing about Tarzan is 
that it appeals to everyone, 
children and parents, so it’s a 
family thing. And my show is 
interactive: we have a wonderful 
jungle survival quiz which is me 
versus the audience, and I 
encourage them to scream and 
shout and go crazy.” And do the 
roar? “Oh, the roar’s in there.” 

Aimed at readers aged 9 and 
above, Tarzan: The Greystoke 
Legacy is out now, and will be 
followed this summer with the next 
in the series, Tarzan: The Jungle 
Warrior. And Andy has no plans to 
stop: “I can go on and on until 
Faber pull the pen from my hand,” 
he grins. 

“It’s just a great character and a 
great situation.”

THE CABIN IN THE WOODS

YOU have to give writer-director Drew 
Goddard full marks for effort. With tongue 
wedged firmly in cheek, he lampoons hoary 
cliches and attempts to reinvigorate the horror 
genre with this tale of college kids in peril. 

Not since poor Drew Barrymore answered 
a crank call in Scream has a film exploited 
stereotypes with such lip-smacking glee and 
subverted our expectations at every blood- 
spattered turn. 

Joss Whedon, creator of the Buffy The 
Vampire Slayer television series, co-wrote the 
script and his droll humour percolates 
throughout, inviting us to become whooping, 
cheering voyeurs as characters meet a grisly 
demise. 

Bookish college student Dana (Kristen 
Connolly) is looking forward to a jaunt into the 
great outdoors with blonde friend Jules (Anna 
Hutchison) and her jock boyfriend Curt (Chris 
Hemsworth), and bong-smoking slacker 
Marty (Fran Kranz). 

Curt invites along his shy and sensitive 
buddy Holden (Jesse Williams) and the five 
thrillseekers head into the mountains to a 
remote log cabin. 

Meanwhile, deep within an underground 
bunker, scientist Richard Sitterson (Richard 
Jenkins) and Steve Hadley (Bradley Whitford) 
stare at a bank of CCTV screens which seem 
to be following the progress of the students 
towards the cabin. 

They invite the rest of the team to bet on 
the quintet’s chances of survival but new guy 
Truman (Brian White) resists. 

Plot twists are the key selling point of The 
Cabin In The Woods and the big reveal in the 


closing minutes is a humdinger, including a 
cameo from a big name Hollywood star who 
clearly relishes their five minutes in the 
spotlight. 

Yet for all of its audacity and deliciously off- 
kilter humour, the various elements don’t gel 
seamlessly and once the writers’ grand plan 
is laid out before us, we feel slightly 
underwhelmed. 


The young cast embrace their genre 
archetypes, screaming or disrobing on cue, 
while Kranz plays his role with aplomb. 

At certain points Goddard probably gives 
us too much information but the crescendo 
certainly doesn’t skimp on the digital effects 
or blood-letting. 

Goddard knows how to end with an 
almighty bang.

A HOST of events are 
planned for the first 
Royal Horticultural 
Society (RHS) National 
Gardening Week, an initiative 
to encourage people to get 
growing. 

Between April 16-22, community 
plant and seed swaps, gardening advice 
clinics, workshops and garden parties 
are planned, along with input from 
gardening clubs, community groups 
and libraries. 

There's also a big push for schools to 
become involved, with the RHS Show 
Cardiff (April 20-22) being the launch 
pad for the first Young School Gardener 
of the Year competition - a nationwide 
search to find the best young grower in 
the land. 

Get Kids Growing Day, an annual 
competition aimed at gardeners up to 
the age of 16, will be launched on April 
20 and is a key initiative for the 
campaign week. 

Divided into four age groups and 
aimed at the RHS campaign for school 


gardening, a teacher nominates a child 
by completing an online form by May 
18. 

The RHS then chooses the four best 
entrants from each age group, who 
receive digital cameras to make videos 
demonstrating why they’re such 
exemplary gardeners. They must submit 
the video by July 5. 

A winner of each age group will 
receive gardening tools and £500 in 
garden gift vouchers for their schools. 


The overall winner, crowned Young 
School Gardener of the Year 2012, will 
in addition spend a day at a RHS 
garden of their choice, working with a 
RHS gardener and receive family 
tickets to either RHS Tatton Park 
Flower Show or RHS Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show 2013. 

Jacky Chave, RHS strategic schools 
manager, says: “Gardening in schools is 
a fantastic way of engaging young 
people in learning. Thanks to our 


campaign, more than half of all primary 
school pupils in the country are 
gardening. 

“If through this competition we 
discover the next Monty Don, Alan 
Titchmarsh or Chris Collins, who in 
turn will inspire their friends and 
classmates to get into gardening, then 
how fantastic. 

“Gardening needs new champions, 
young and old, and so what better place 
to start looking for them than in the 


school cabbage patch.” 

Through Young School Gardener of 
the Year, the RHS hopes to encourage 
more children across the UK to garden. 
As demonstrated by RHS research, 
gardening is important as it teaches 
children key life-skills, is good for their 
health and allows them to learn in a 
fun, practical way. There are currently 
15,000 schools, nearly half of all UK 
schools, registered with the campaign. 

If you’re not into competitions but 
would like to encourage your child into 
the garden, Sarah-Jane Mason, RHS 
schools project officer, has the 
following tips: 

■ Before you start planting seeds, 
ensure the children have some 
ownership of the project. 

■ Allow them to choose and taste 
what plants they wish to grow before 
planting commences. Use images from 
seed catalogues or purchase examples 
of the crops for tastings. 

■ Be realistic about the timescales 
involved in growing the chosen plants. 
Some children will expect an instant 
garden and their enthusiasm may be 
dashed if misled. Grow some fast crops 
in another area to keep their interest.

Club getting 
into ‘Touch’ 


THE Haverhill club are running a 
six-week Touch Rugby evening league 
during the summer. 

It starts with a registration night and a 
Tearn-the-basics' session at the Castle 
playing fields in May, and the club hopes 
to attract teams from families, local 
businesses, pubs, schools, scout troops 
and other sports clubs from the town.
